HUNDRED PERSONS KILLED. 


The Wreck and Ruin Over the 


Country. 


Romer, February 23.--Two shocks of earth- 
quake were felt‘at six o'clock this morning in 
Kice. Houses rocked. walls cracked,and in some 
mses frail tenements were thrown to the 
People rushed from their houses and 
felt upon their knees in the street praying for 
deliverance from sudden death. Visitors to 
the city Lave become thoroughly frightened, 
and are leaving the place. Many persons were 
jpjured by falling debris. Much alarm is felt, 
lest there be a recurrence of the shocks. 

The prince of Wales, who was in Nice a few 
days ago. to witness the festivities which pre- 
eede the Lenten season, had taken his depart- 
pre, ard was safe at Cannes. Shocks were alse 
felt at,Monte Carlo and Monaco,at which places 
they were co severe that rocks were detached 
from the cliffs and precipitated into the sea. 
The disturbance extended as far as Genoa. 

At the time of the earthquakes the Riviera 
was crowded with English and American tour- 
ists and persons of distinction. When the 
first shock occurred. the streets were fairly 
thronged with persons in ballroom costumes, 
returning to their homes from the last carnival 
hall of the winter season. To these the earth- 
quake came with a peculiar terror. 

Many casualties were caused by the shocks. 
The people are panic stricken and the entire 
population is in the streets. The railway sta- 
tion is beseiged with visitors who are anxious 
to leave at the first chance that offers. Two 
houses, one in St. Etinne street and onein St, 
Phillipe street, and the Maison Bourke were 
Three persons were buried in the 
TUINS.. 

There was alsoa shock at Marseilles this 
morning. The wals of a number or buildings 


‘jn tbat city cracked. Shocks were also felt at 


Leghorn and Milan and several places in the 
province of Genoa, Italy. 

Shocks were felt with great severity at Sa- 
yona, near Genoa, and a number of houses 
were wrecked and eleven persons killed at 
that place. 

Two viclent shocks were felta Toulon. ‘The 
frstfshock was of 15 seconds duration and the 
second 1’ seconds. The movement was from 
west to cast. At Camnes, three shocks were 
felt at the same hour. The first shock, which 
was very violent, lasted for a minute. The 
second and third shocks were notas heavy as 
the first. Many persons at that place rushed to 
the seashore for safety. Nobody was injured. 
At Avignon three shocks were experienced be- 
twecu six and eight o'clock. The first shock 
Was yery severe and awakened everybody in 
the place. Several shocks were felt at Genoa 
at six o clock, ?

An official dispatch from Cannes says that no 
injury was done to life and property there, 
but that a great panic prevails. 

At Geuoa the shock was very violent, and the 
ducal palaceand many houses were seriously 
damaged. There was an enormous crowd at 
the Carlo Felice theater to witness a gala per- 
formance: and the greatest alarm was mani- 
fested when the women screamed in terror, and 
there was a wild rush in all directions for 
Safety from what every one thought 
to be a: awful impending calamity. ‘The bark- 
ing of dogs and the clanging of church bells 
added to the momentary terror. The people 
first rushed to the church of Notre Dame and 
besieged the confessionals, and the dramatic 
fcene was presented of many strong men on 
their knees praying. Then came the 

SECOND SHOCK. 

Terror was depittéd upon every face, and 
the praying crowds. hastened outside for 
Safety. The troops were called out to keep or- 
deramong the crowds besieging the railway 
dhroughout the city. Today there is a blue 
and sky and a warm sun.

One lady jumped from a window 
in terror, when the first shock came,and now 
lies in a precarious condition.

| At Nice the earthquake shocks caused an 
awful Surprise to the crowds of maskers re: 
turning home from the carnival festivals in 
their fancy costumes, worn and bedraggled by 


| Whe night's exercises, and looking dull and 


dreary under the glare of the early morning 
sunlight. The first shock created an immedi- 
ate panic. 

Although the earthquake was much less se- 
rious in France than in Italy,the panic in Nice 
has been excessive. The people are depressed 
by carnival dissipations,and their imaginations 
have painted evenin the darkest colors. Ex- 
horbitant rates are charged for all convey- 
ances. There is acrush of people who desire 
to leave, fearing a renewal of the shocks. 

AFRAID TO GO TO SLEBP. 

Tonight nobody dares to sleep in the houses. 
Wagons, carriages, ships, cabins and all other 
available conveniences bave been seized at high 
prices, the owners camping out. The streets 
are filled with people, carrying bedding. The 
visitors bave deserted the hotels and are sit- 
ting on long rows of chairs in the streets. The 
belfry of St. Augustine's church,Nice,fell down. 

The prince of Wales has gone to Monte 
Carlo. There are rumors of enormous damage 
in the mountains, caused by avalanches, set in 
motion by the shocks. Horses became restless 
and refused to move hours before the event. 
The Sorgues river, fed by Petrareh’s fountain, 
suddenly overflowed but soon subsided. 

THE EXTENT OF THE SHOCKS, 

The shocks affected a wide eccentric area 
The first shock occurred at 6:50 a. m., and the 
last at 10p.m. Up to the presenftime ac- 
counts are vague and conflicting, but there 
seems to have been no damage done in the in- 
land tewns. The earthquake was felt through- 
out Liguria and Piedmont, but the wires are 
broken and news travels slowly, The people 
everywhere are preparing tospend the night 
in the open air. 

The newsof the earthquake was at first dis- 
believed in Paris. When confirmed it caused 
the greatest sensation. Anxiety over the fate 
of friends was general, and the telegraph 
offices were soon crowded. Light shocks were 
felt at Nimes, Privas, Valence, Grenoble and 
Lyons. The gendarmerie barracks at Men- 
tone collapsed, and several persons were killed 
or injured. Businegs is suspended almost 
everywhere. 

l'urther details from the Riviera increase the 
disaster. . At Cervo, near Diano Marina, 509 
persons were killed by being buried in the 
1uinsof falling buildings. Railway trafic is 
suspended beyond Lavona. Prisoners in the 
government jail at Finalborgo, alarmed by the 
earthquake, attempted to escape, but were 
overcome by the guards. 

The eartbquake devastated the whole of 
Iialian Riviera. At Noli, on the gulf of Genoa, 
and not far from Savona, several houses fell and 
fifteen persons were killed. Six persons were 
killed and thirty were injured at Oneglia, also 
on the guif of Genoa. At Diano Marino, near 
Oneglia, scores of people were killed and hun- 
dreds were injured. Fully one-third of the 
town was destroyed. 

THE EARTHQUAKE IN CORSICA. 

LONDON, February 24.—Two sharp shocks of 
earthquake have been felt in Corsica. It is 
reported that caverg]l nercare vic Killed at 
Mentone, where St. Michael’s church was badly 
damaged and the postoffice wrecked. An in- 
mate of the convent of the Holy Sacrament at 
Nice died from fright. 
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RUN DOWN BY A TRAIN. 


Three Men Mangled While Walking on the 
Track. 

PITTSBURG, February 23.—Employes of the 
Fort Wayne railroad roundhouse, at Alleghany, 
found this morning, lying on the pilag 
of a freight engine which had arrive 
from the west over the [ort Wayne railroad, 
about midnight, the body of a man terribly 
mangled, with features unrecognizable. Tne 
man was still living, but unconscious. He was 
moved toa hospital, where he died about noon 
today. 

Later in the day a telegram was received 
from Beaver Falls announcing that two dead 
men had been found last night 
lying beside the track on the 
Fort Wayne road at a point between Geneva 
and Beaver Falls. To all appearances, they 
had been struck by the first section of freight 
train No. 70, which passed the place about nine 
o'clock last night. All indications point to the 
conclusion that the three men were together 
and were run down by the freight train while 
walking on the track. One man lodged on the 
pilot, and was carried to this city. The crew 
of the train knew nothing about the accident 
until this morning. Two of the victims have 
not yet been identified. From papers found in 
the pockets of the other one, it is thought he 
was a stone cutter of Homewood, Pa., named 
Daniel Donaldson.

The 
train was at once stopped, and the car cut 
from itand side tracked, where it burned up. 
The passengers all got outof the car safe 
from the fire, but somewha; ragged and 
scorched. 
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SEVEN MEN KILLED. 


AScaffold Falls Precipitating Twelve Men 
Sixty-Five Feet, 

ALTOONA, Pa., February 23.—At Bellefonte 
yesterday morning a gang of brick layers em- 
ployed by the firm of Wintering & Dixon, of 
Hittbury, were engaged in fixing stacks at 
Valeutine’s furnaces, when the scaffoling on 
which they stood gave way, precipitating 
twelve men to the bottem of the stack,a dis- 
tance of sixty-five feet. Five men were killed 
and two others fatally injured. The scaffold 
had been weighted down with some 8,000 
bricks. All the men killed were single and 
yesidents of Pittsburg.

OVER THE VETO. 


THE PENSIONERS MARSHALLING 
THEIR FORCES, 


In Order to Make a Grand Grab At the Treasury--The 
Northern Democrate Afraid of Their fCon- 
stituenci¢s—General Jackson's Arrival— 

What the People Are Doing, 


WASHINGTON, February 23.--(Special.]—To- | 


morrow the house will consider the report of 
the committee on invalid pensions, which is in 
favor of passing the pauper pension bill over 


the veto of the president, The republicans are | 


determined to have some debate on the ques- 
tion. Some of their leaders have prepared 
campaign speeches which must be fired off. 
It is generally believed that the veto will 
be sustained, but this is not at all certain, The 
opposition to it has been most industriously 
woiked within the past week, and tonight 
there are those who believe that the house will 
give the necessary two-thirds to pass the bill 
over the president's objections. The republi- 
cans are esqoid, or practically so, in 
favor of over-riding the veto. -A_ large 
number of democrats will vote the same 
way, including some of the most influential 
leaders of the party in the house, 
THE WAVERING DEMOCRATS, 

Speaker Carlisle is in favor of sustaining the 
veto, but Mr. Morrison, Judge Holman, Mr. 
Matson, chairman of the invalid pensions com- 
mittee, and a number of other prominent 
democrats, will vote to pass the bill 
over the president’s head. I hear that Mr, 
Randall will vote the same way. The Grand 
Army posts have been sending in bushels of 
petitions for the bill, and the corridors of the 
capitol have swarmed for several days past 
with pension solicitors, who are marshalling 
their strength for a bill which will put millions 
into the pockets of their crowd. When the 
bill passed the house, only seventy-six 
votes were cast against it, but 
many democrats were then paired 
and absent. If they do not muster*a stronger 
vote against the bill tomorrow, it will go 
through the house over the veto. The only 
northern democrats who vofed against it befure 
were Genoral Bragg, of Wisconsin, General 
Warner, of Ohio and Mr. Storm of Pennsyl- 
vania. If the house should pass the 
bill tomorrow by the requisite two-thirds, 
it would still not become a law, for the senate 
would surely defeat it. The democratic 
senators are almost solidly opposed to it, and 
General Hawley, the most eminent union 
general in that body, denounces it as a fraud.

WAtHINGTON, February 25.—Petitions in 
very large numbers were presented to the sen- 
ate today from Grand Army posts, asking for 
the passage of the dependents pension bili over 
the president’s veto, from Ohio, Michigan, illi- 
nois, Indiana, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Min- 
nesota, New York, lowa and Maine. 

Among the bills reported from committees 
and placed on the calendar was the bili to en- 
courage the holding ofa national industrial ex- 
hibition of arts, mechanics and products of the 
colored race in the United States in 1888. 

At 2 o'clock “unfinished business” was an- 
nounced, being the bill to create a department 
of agriculture and labor. Theamendments re- 
perted by the senate committee on agriculture 
te the house bill were agreed to down to one 
providing for the transfer of the signal service 
bureau to the department of agriculture and 
labor that led to a discnssion. 

Mr. Morgan moved to amend the ameniment 
by limitiog it to “the weather service” of the 
signal service bureau. 

The consideration of the agricultural depart- 
ment bill was interrupted to allow the presen- 
tation of message from the president in rela- 
tion to the Cutting matter in Mexico, which was 
referred to the committee ou foreign relations,

Prince Bismarck has obtained a 
blindly devoted majority. An analysis shows that 
seventy per cent of those entitled to vote went to 
the polls, against sixty-two percent average in the 
last decade, and only fifty two per cent in 1871. 

Results in 338 districts are not known. The 
candidates include 66 conservatives, 20 imper- 
ialists, 87 national liberals and 3 septennate 
centerists. One hundred and twenty-six sep- 
tennates and 109 opponents of the government 
have been elected. New elections in 53 dis. 
tricts will be necessary. 

The reichstag has been summoned to meet 
March 3d, 

All the first results of the German elections 
are now known. Taking the recontested cases 
and forecasting the supplemental contests as 
carefully as possible, the combined opposition 
groups in the new reichstag is placed at 177 
votes all told, while the government's support 
ers are estimated at 220. 

PARIS, February 23.—Newspapers of this 
city are jubilant over the result of the elec- 
ticn in Alsace-Lorraine. They say Germany 
is not able to obtain the hearts of the inhabi- 
tants of the annexed provinces.

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HAS NOJURISDICTION. 


The Supreme Court of Indiana on the Lieu- 
tenant-Goevernor, 

[NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., February 23.—The su- 
preme court today handed down its decision in 
the Smith and Robertson case, in which the 
former prayed for an injunction to restrain the 
latter from exercising the duties of lieutenant- 
governor, a position to which he was chosen at 
the general election in November last. The 
opinion refuses the injunction on the ground of 
a lack of jurisdiction, thus in effect declaring 
that the case must be decided by the general 
assembly and not by the courts, 

Thecourt concurs unanimously in the view 
that there 1s no jurisdiction over the person of 
the lieutenant-governor. The three judges 
held that the general assembly alone, and not 
the court, has jurisdiction. Judges Mitchell 
and Hawk hold that there is no vacancy in 
the lieutenant-governership and that the court 
has no jurisdiction of the subject matter. The 
effect of the decision is to throw the entire 
matter back into the hands of the legislature. 
Robertson will claim the lieutenant-governor- 
ship, and Senator Smith will resist until the 
assembly acts. Recently Smith said he would 
accept the verdict of the court. after it decided 
the main issue, but if it held that 
there was no _ jurisdiction he . would 
insist upon exercising the rights of 
lieutenant-governor. Robertson récently said 
that there would be chaos if the democracy 
offered any further obstruction, if the court 
should pass upon the case favorably to his 
claims, A fresh onthreak of the active scenes 
of the early part of the se*sion may be antici- 
pated, It is supposed that the decision will effect 
materially the legislation which has heen 
enacted, for presumably in effect it means that 
the senate has not been properly organized. It 
is understood that Robertson will demand that 
Senator Smith at once vacate the presidency of 
the senate, but this afternoon he said he had 
not vet decided upon any course of action.

ING A NEGRO.

A Trip Into Jackson County Whict Has a Tragic 
Ending-The Fight On the Road -Rocks sudgg 
Kvives in Use-The Victim Missing— 
The Search Instituted for Him. 


ArHens, Ga., February 23—.[Special.]—A 
colored woman,the wife of Bill Brawner, swore 
out @ warrant and had arrested and lodged in 
jaila white boy aged about pineteen years, 
named Mattox, and whois in the employ of 
Mr. Ed Smith, the Athens butcher. The boy 
arrested isthe son of Mr. Rube Mattox, of 
Gainesville, Ga., and he is charged with either 
baving assaulted or murdered a son of the 
Brawner woman, also a youth. 

MATTOX'S STORY. 

Young Matcox tells the following story: 
Tuesday Mr. Smith sent him, together with 
two negro boys, into Jackson county, to ring 
in some cattle. They also had a wagon along, 
and took turns riding and driving the cattle. 
When near Moon's shop, on the Northeastern 
railroad, the Brawner boy, who was walking, 
erdered him to dismount from the wagon and 
let him ride. This Mattox refused to do, 
when the negroes began to abuse 
him. That resulted ina difficulty, and the 
throwing of rocks. At last the two boys 
clinched, when the negro drew a pistol that he 
carried in his pocket, and snapped it three 
times in Mattox’s face. The weapon failing to 
go off, the negro then struck the white boy 
over the head twice with it, with great force, 
the blows from which are seen on each side of 
his head, ; 

IN SELF DEFENSE. 

Mattox says he then drew his knife, and 
opening the blade made a lick at his assailant, 
cutting him acrossthe temple. The wound 
bled profusely, but he did not consider it by 
any means serious. The negro, who was not 
in the fight is said to have come 
home with Mattox, but he. was 
not to be found today. The 
woundcd boy is missing, and has not been seen 
since the difficulty. Mattox says he left home, 
and walked away, saying that he did not in- 
tefid to come back to Athens. 

THE MOTHER’S SUSPICION. 

The negro boy’s mother, the Brawner wo- 
man, believes that Mattox has murdered her 
son, and concealed his body, and hence she 
had him arrested. This-evening several parties 
went tothe scene of the reported difficulty to 
see if they could learn any additional infor- 
mation, or find the negro boy, be he dead or 
alive. Young Mattox seems perfectly uncon- 
cerned, and says his antagonist will turn upall 
right.

SUPERINTENDENT ZETTLER’S VIEWS 


On the Blair Educational Bill and Other 
Matiers. 

MAcoNn, Ga..February 23.—[Special.]—Super- 
intendent Bb. M, Zettler. of the Macon public 
schools, expresses ifviewson the Blair ed- 
ucational bill as follows: 

‘What do you think of the chances of the 
Blair educational bill?” 

“I fear its chances are slim with the present 
congress, but I believe it will eventually pass.”’ 

“You are in favor ofit, I presume?!” "= 

“As a temporary measure to aid the southern 
states in their self-imposed task of establish- 
ing an efficient system of public schools, 
I am heartily in favor of 
it. For fifteen years Georgia has 
been struggling with her public school system, 
and owing to lack of means but little progress 
has been made towards efficiency and thor- 
oughnetss,. Outside of our principal cities and 
towns the people are literally without school- 
houses, and the state ought to spend not less 
than a bundred thousand dellas emsalAly tux 
five years in providing suitable schoolhouses. 
But with a school fund not sufficient to keep 
the schools open three months in the year it is 
utterly useless to talk about appropriating a 
dime for such a purpose. 

“Then, too, we need at least a dozen well 
equipped normal or training schools for teach- 
ers in different sections of the state, or perhaps 
which would suit our immediate needs better, 
fifty summer institutes to introduce modern 
methods of teaching, and prepare. persoas to 
teach in the schools. It is a fact, sir, today in 
Georgia, that most of the white public schools 
of our rural districts are taught (?) by 
broken down preachers, doctors and lawyers, 
men who not only know little about teaching, 
but who are ‘worn out’ and are physicaily 
unequal to the work of teaching. And just 
here let me call your attention tothe differ- 
ence in the white and the colored schools in 
this respect. The latter are almost without 
exception inthe hands of young men and 
women as teachers, and these bring to their 
work the enthusiasm and freshness of youth. 
Scores of them come, too, fromthe training 
schools, not only instructed in modern meth- 
cds, but overflowing with zeal in the caus of 
popuiar education. They become, in every 
sense of the word, ‘missionaries of eduction’ 
to their people, and when their state assdcia- 
tion convenes in annual session they come up 
by the hundred to report resulis and compare 
ideas, not forgetting to send words of gresting 
to.the score or two of white teachers assenbled 
in the same capacity. In the contrast, 
a pleasant one for the white 
people 6f our state? I think not. 

“But I need not go beyond the borders o° our 
own county te prove that we need the aid of- 
fercd by the Blair bill. Right here in Bitb we 
cought to spend ten thousand dollars a year for 
five years in building and equipping school 
houses. We need, right now, thirty additinal 
echool houses in the country districts, anil at 
least two more in the city, and with the :ddi- 
tion to our school fund of the eight to tvelve 
thousand doUarsa year for eight years that 
would fall to our share under the provisias of 
the Blair bill, as it passed the senate, we wuld 
efico1d to spend at least five thoasand dollars a 
year of our county appropriation in these 
greatiy needed school buildings. Yes, sir, you 
can put me down as in favor of the Blair hill.”

DARIEN’S TIMBER TRADE, 


The Shipping Facilities of the Port Rs 
viewed. 

DARIEN, Ga., February 23 —[Special.]—For 
the last twelve months Darien has been in bad 
luck, and the successive blows have tended to 
sink her people into a drowsy mood. Several 
vessels in attempting to enter the port have re- 
cently sustained severe injuries owing, in every 
instance, more to unfortunate circumstances 
than toany fault of our harbor and its entrance. 
In some cases of wrecked vessels, although 
positive evidence has been lacking, the people 
justly concluded the wrecking to be willful. 
The outside worid, however, attribute it all to 
want of sufticient water and other defects, and 
gradually the suspicion of the shipping frater- 
nity, that Darien as a port, is inferior, has 
grown into conviction. The result is that 
s! ipowners, those at least who rely on rumor 
as tothe safety of harbors, etc., refuse to char- 
ter their vessels for this port. ° 

Asatimber distributing point Darien ha 
suffered little or noinjury by these exagger- 
ated and unjust reports regarding her bar and 
entrance, beyond the extra -cost of 
transporting timber to the further 
distant shipping points of Sapelo and 
St. Simons. But the revenue and trade 
accruing from the presene of these — . 

one. atrade, not on 0 
the eRe of the thousands of oder by 
which they are manned, is lost. ‘Tow-boats, 
p lots and stevedores are suddenly deprived of 
lucr-tive incomes, Timber merchants’ margin 
of profit is lessened by the extra cost of trans- 
portation of timber. The risk of losing timber 
in transit is heightened by the trebled distance 
which it has to be sent, and the convenience 
of prcximity between stocks and vessels isdone 
away with. And all this on account of reports 
that may have had some foundation, but which 
in the main, are false and exaggerated. While 
one ve:sel, last week, drawing nineteen feet 
of water, went over Doboy bar in perfect safe- 
ty, smaller crafts, drawing only sixteen and 
seventeen feet, are chartered for Sapelo and St. 
Simons, because “there is not sufficient water 
<n Doboy bar.” 

The timber business this year promises to 
exceed in volume that of last year, and with 
signs Of increasing instead of diminishing re- 
sources, our people are determined that 
the exaggeiated rumors that have al- 
ready done so much harm to Darien 
and Deboy shall no longer be allowed 
to go the rounds uncontradicted. Within a 
twelve month the citizens feel confident of 
being able to restore Darien as a shipping port 
into old time favor. 

There are now fiye exporting firms here 
namely: ‘Ihe Hilton Timber and Lumber com- 
pany, James K. Clarke & Co., Robert Hunter 
& Co.. August Schmidt, and R. K. Walker. 

Mr. Joseph Hilton, the president of the Hil- 
ton Timber and Lumber company, is perma- 
nently located in New York, and the vice 
president, James L. Fuster, and the secretary 
ardtreasurer, Robert P. Paul, manage the 
Darien business. They operate fourlar ge saw 
mills around Darien with a joint daily capacity 
vf at least 200,000 feet. Their trade is almoss 
exc'usively coastwise and the Hilton Timber 
and Lumber companr, if not at the head, cer- 
tainly rank samong the first in the pitch pine 
trade, Messrs. James K. Clarke & Co., with 
head office in Savannahfdo a very extensive 
foreign business. 

The Darien branch of their business is man- 
aged by Mr. Jchn J. Kirby, a shrewd and tal- 
ented young gentieman of exceptionally bril- 
liant business abilities. 

There are twenty stores here and three res- 
tz urants al! doing fairly good business. 

The Darien Short Line, the route of which 
is now beiig surveyed, is certain to be built, 
and with railroad facilities and the congres- 
sional appropriation ($10,000) expended on the 

‘bar, Darien may well feel happy over her 
bright future.

SOUTH CAROLINA’S RIFLE CLUBS. 


An Incident of Ten Years Ago Recalled--- 
Other Notes. 

CoLUMBIA, 8. C., February 23.—[Special.]— 
The anniversary of Washington’s birth day 
was duly celebrated here. Tne Columbia Fly- 
ing Artillery fired a national salute at day. 
break. The banks and the public offices closed 
for the day. The Columbia Battalion of the 
Palmetto Regiment were to parade, but owing 
to the wellnigh impassable state of the streets, 
from the recent rains, the turnout has been 
postponed for one week. 

The battalion comprises two companies, the 
Governor’s Guards and the Richland Volun- 
teer Rifle company. These are old 
organizations, and they rank among 
the best military companies in the south. 

Ten years ago, today, there was to bea big 
turnout of soldiers in Columbia. Governor 
Wade Hampton was to review the military. 
It was to be tlre fizst celebration of Washing: 
ton’s birthday since the state was restored to 
the rule of her own good people. Everybody 
expected agiand time. But there was no 
parade anywhere in South Carolina. Colonel 
Black, U. 8. A., stationed here,- notified Col- 
onel H.8. Thompson (afterwards governor) 
that the president of the United States had 
forbidden the parade! 

In the heat of the political campaign of 
1876, Governor Chamberlain represented to 
President Grant that the “rifle clubs” of South 
Carolina were in insurrection—or words to 
that effect. So the president issued his proc- 
lamation ordering these armed insurgents to 
Fdisjerse and _ retire peacefully to their 

omes,” Like Bill Arp in 1861, every man 

tri€d te disporse. but he couldn's4a if.

Suugly ensconced in he» bowers of pine, 
Shadow and sunshine , gloom and gleain; 
Tangles of fragrant jessamine vine, 
Moss-covered trees where itstendrils twine, 
Wine-purple flow of each murmuring stream. 


Five years ago a farmer from the backwoods 
fed his mule in the front of his cart, and s«t 
down to his frugal supper by a smoky light- 
wood knot fire on the common near the depot. 
Teday the same boy, no longer a farmer, stood 
on the same common, under the shadow of the 
walls of a big brick hotel, and tried his level 
best to locate himself. On every hand were 
new buildings, homes and hostelries, business 
houses and educational institutions, with the 
tall spires of churches rising heayenward in 
the distance. The increasing rattle and jangle 
of passing trains added to his bewilderment, 
and my friend found it difliculé to find his 
way up town. 

Passing over my hearty reception tendered 
by that prince of journalists and prime minis- 
ter of picnic parties, Captain John Triplett, of 
the Times, I will remark that we seated our: 
selves behind a spanking gray pony and started 
out to take in the town, Triplett and I. 

Driving down by the Piney Woods hotel we 
baited and took a good look at this remark- 
ably constructed building. A description is 
needless, but I must say that a forest of yellow 
pine was consumed in its.construction. It is 
pine within and pine without, ahd the orna- 
mental pots in the many recesses about the 
sweeping verandrs and broad piazzas, are filled 
with green pives. 

Out throvgh “Yankee Paradise,” we drove 
along a beautiful roadway, beneath the living 
arch of pine branches overhead. I think there 
are eight roadways that branch off from the 
eastern front of the Piney Woods hotel, and 
lead out among the solitudes of the great pine 
forest. ‘Yankee Paradise’ is simply a natural 
park that has been preserved by the thought- 
ful citizens, who have a three years’ option on 
its purchase from Colonel Alex Smith, who 
owns it. 

‘These northern invalids come out here to 
lo'l on the grass and breathe the resinous odors 
of the furest, and they lean against the gnarled 
trunks of the trees and dream of health and 
activity. 

Turning tothe left we passed several ele- 
gant hovusts, among thema big vellow house 
recently built by Mason, the wealthy blacking 
manufacturer, to whom 10,000 bootblacks have 
allegiance. He has*an easy, comfortable home 
here. right fn the heart of the woods. 

Following the level road a short distance we 
come to one of the most beautiful orchards [ 
ever saw. It is several acres in extent, and 
planted in LeConte pears. These are the most 
symmetrical of all fruit trees, and as they 
stood in regular ranks, their curving branches 
decked with snowy bloom and tender verdure, 
they remind one of a class of sweet girl gradu- 
uates on commencement day, their smiling 
brighiness rich in the promise of delicious fruit, 
by and by. 

These trees bear enormous quantities of fruit 
every year. Ten or eleven bushels to the tree 
is quite an ordinary crop. The owner gets all 
the way from $1.50 to $2.50 per bushel, so that 
they are a source of wealth to those who grow 
them. 

Down the road we could catch a glimpse of 
Mr. Chastain’s elegant"home, and Tom Mitch- 
ell’s mi l—an indifferent looking affair—which 
they say is nearer his heart than his beau:lful 
hotel in town. 

Beycnd a skir§of woodland we could just 
catch a glimpse of the placid waters of Trout 
lake, where fishermen delight to tarry. 

Turning toward the west, we made our way 
past numerous homes and villas, where fruit 
trecs and grape vines, shade trees and flower- 
ing plants were strangely commingled. 

There isa beautiful avenue that traverses 
the northern side of town from east to west. It 
iscalled Dawson street, and either termination 
is lost in the depth of the cool, quiet woods. 

Driving by the public library, we halted and 
went inside for a peep at the well arranged in- 
terior. The building was erected at a cost of 
$6,000, and every cent of it was raised by the 
membersat home here in Thomasville. A 
portion of it is rented out, the Hebrews using 
one floor as a synagogue, The grounds are 
beautifully laid outand covered with gqgade 
t1ees. 

Insideare many volumes arranged in alcoves 
with shelves convenientiy located. The mu- 
scum is full of curious relics, among them a 
collection of war worn battle flags of which the 
association is justly proud. This assombation 
was the first in the state to erect its owa build- 
ing. 

Just below the library is the market house, 
nicely constructed of brick where the stereo- 
ty ped steak andthe mournful .mutton chops 
cease from sighing and the spare rib and soup 
bone are at rest. 

Driving along Dawson street we passed 
many other private dwellings, but one among 
them struck .my fancy more than all of 
the rest. It was built by a wealthy gentlemin 
named Lopham, and isthe most unique and 
original specimen of architecture I ever laid 
eyeson. There are corners and nooks, balcon- 
ies and projecting windows, piazzas and por- 
ticoes, all torown together in a pell mell fash- 
ion that was delightfully picturesque. 

In an ell attached tothe dwelling the gentle- 
man has a cellection of native birds, wonderful 
to look upon. All the small boys rise up and 
cail him blessed, because he purchases all the 
jorees, red birds, jays and yellowhammers 
that they trap in the wild wood. 

I had met Colonel Hardaway, the champion 
experimental farmer, on the street, and in re- 
ply to my guestion as to why he left off ex- 
perimental farming, he replied: 

‘‘Well, sir, it was too costly. I couldn’t af- 
ford to grow even a hundred bushels of corn 
on a four hundred dollar acre of land, so I sold 
out.’? 

We passed this remarkable tract of land in 
our drive, and it is being rapidly built up with 
dwellings. When he made his experiments, 
some years ago, if was away out in the sub- 
urbs. 

Reaching the forks of the road we stopped 
to look at the new homes 
being buiit on the hill, which 
was only recently a pocriy tilled farm. Turn- 
ing toward the south, we caught glimpses of 
the colored churches and their neat surround- 
ings. Captain Triplett says that Thomasville 
has the most orderly colored citizens of any 
town in.Georgia. They are industrious and 
well behaved, and show signs of remarkable 
thrift and prosperity. 

Turning back towards the business part of 

town, we passed the Methodist church, which 
is a marvel in masonry. The walls are con- 
structed of home-made brick, but the decora- 
tive touches are done by separating the differ- 
cnt colors of the bricks, so that the arches and 
other ornamental portions of the front look as 
if they were painted. The effect is striking, 
and one can hardly realize that it is net 
painted. 
& The old cemetery, where repose the bodies 
of the pioneers of southern Georgia, is a place 
of wond: ous beauty. The ancient trees and 
clumps of evergreen contrast with the gleam- 
ing whitenessof marble shafts, and thereisa 
restful air of peace aud repose about the holy 
pl ce delightful to experience. 

The Mitchell house, with its gray walls and 
broad piazzas, with the lovely grounds around 
it, isa thing of perpetual beauty. Thomasville 
is justly proud of her hotels, and these magnif- 
cc nt resorts ought t» be a matter of state pride, 
so perfect are they in all their appurtenances 
anc belongings. The Waverly house,and the 
Berkeley Arnis, so English, you know, are 
smaller stopping places, and I was the recipient 
of many courtesies and attentions from mine 

bost and bostess of the Gulf house. 

The Times and Enterprise are separated by 
a strect, and both are in second stories. Captain 
Winter has a seal cozy sanctum; kept serupu- 
lously clean, where he receives distinguished 
visitors most royally, aud welcomes delin juent 
subscribers with 
has a. | 
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besides, and he keeps the fine ¢ that 
rumniers present bim with, until his most 
highly honored friends call en him. As for 
litter—well. 

In his front parlor he entertained a crowd 
of girls on St. Valentine's day, and. the wreck 
and debris are scattered around until this day. 

While we were talking he produced a fine 
specimen of mica, which was brought him by 
a ae from the country. It was found three 
miles from Thomasville, on the Monticello 
road, and its size and quality indicate the 
presence of a great deal of the same commodi- 
ty. Itis thought thatit exists in quantities 
sufficient to pay handsomely, if properly mined 
and put on the market. 

Continuing our drive we passed the solid 
brick edifice, built by local enterprise and 
capital and occupied by the southwest Georgia 
branch of the state university. Many young 
men now prosperously pursuing various call- 
ings in life claim this neble institution as their 
alma mater. 

Out beyond the colored people are building 
their college under the auspices of a northern 
educational and benevolent society. 

Thomasville is a delightful place. Its people 
are patriotic, prosperous, hospitable and happy. 
Ev individual seems to lose his individual 
selfishness in his desire to contribute te the 
public weal, and such a people must inevitably 
succeed in building up any town. 

It was with sincere regret that I turned my 
baek on the lovely city among the pines.

AN ORDINANCE, 


E IT ORDAINED BY THE MAYOR AND GEN- 
eral council of Atlanta: 

Section 1. From, and after the pp of this 
ordinance, the board of health shali cause to be 
kept, at some convenient place. a book for the reg- 
istration of all deaths, as hereinaiter previded, oc- 
curiivg in the city of Atlauta. 

Sec. 2. In all cases of death occurring in the city 
of Atlanta, the attending physician shall give a 
certificate. according toa blank form prescribed aud 
furnished by the board of health; stating name, age 
sex, color, nativity, occupation,condition {marl.ed 
Single «rf widowed), residence and date an 
cause of death of such deceased person, to the 
family or person in charge of the dead body, and, 
in case of sudden death or any death where there 
is no attending physician, the city physician in 
the ward where the death occurs, when requested, 
shall, after satisfactory investigation, or any other 
physician, who has investigated the facts may, 
when applied to, give such certificate; and the cor- 
oner or other officer acting in his place may like- 
wise give such certificate in cases coming under his 
notice. Ifany person authorized to issue such 
certificate cannot state the cause of death, he 
mst certify that it is unknown. 

Sec. 5. When such certificate is presented to the 
board of health, or to the person designated by 
them, a permit shail be issued tor tha burial or 
removai of such deceased person,and}the certificate 
shall be filed and the facts therein set forth shall 
be duly recorded. 

Sec. 4. If the body of any person who has died, 
without the limits of the city of Atlanta, shall be 
brought into this city for burial, a certificate in 
due form shall be presented, and a permit shail be 
issued as provided in the case of persons who die 
within the city. But the record shall show that 
such person is a non-resident, and the death shall 
not be charged to the mortality of the city, uniess 
said deceased person should be a resident of this 
city, death having oecurred during a temporary 
absence only from home. , 

Sec. 5. No sexton or superintendent or person in 
cherge of any cemetery under the jurisdiction of 
the city of Atianta, shall bury or remove from said 
city the body of any deceased person, without first 
obtaining such burial permit, and no undertaker 
or agent of any railroad, or conductor of any rail- 
road train or agent or employe of any express com- 
pany or any other person shall remove the body of 
any deceased person who died in said city; or that 
may have been brought into said city for burial, 
beyond the limits thereof without a permit from 
ns board of health or from a person designated by 
them. 

Sec. 6. Any person whoshall violate any of the 
foregoing rections of this ordinance, shail, upon 
conviction in the reeorder’s court, be fined not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or be imprisened uot 
exceeding thirty days, either or both in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

Sec. 7. Allordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict with this ordinance are hereby repealed.

Cumulative Testimony. 

In Harper’s Magazine for March Mr. 
Charles Dudley Warner has an article enti- 
tled ‘*The South Revisited,’’ which is of un- 
usual interest, not only by reason of the 
character and reputation of Mr. Warner 
himself, but by reason of its clear and candid 
statements. 

Mr. Warner is a republican in politics— 
if he thought the country would be a gainer 
thereby, he would immediately be a _parti- 
san republican; yet his attitude is far re- 
moved from this. He has visited and revis- 
ited the south, and has given the result of 
his observations with the strictest candor 
and impartiality; and although he has 
viewed matters through the spectacles of a 
sympathetic republican, his conclusions co- 
incide with and bear out every statement in 
regard to the condition of the south that has 
been made in the editorial columns of THE 
CONSTITUTION during the past ten years. 

Everything that Mr, Warner says not 
only confirms what THE CONSTITUTION has 
said in respect of the attitude and intent of 
the south, but the closing paragraph of his 
article coincides with the message that Mr.

A Tempest in a Teapot. 

Mempbis does not cal] herself a city. She 
is known in Jaw as a taxing district. She has 
a mayor, but he is called the president of the 
taxing district. 

For some time past trouble has been brew- 
ing between Mr. Hadden, the president of 
the taxing district, and Judge DuBose, of the 
criminal court. The judge did not like 
the president’s official ways, and so the other 
day he sent two deputy sherifis to invite him 
to visit the courtroom. President Hadden, 
suspectipg nothing, complied with the 
request. As soon as he appeared in court 
Judge DuBose addressed him by his title, 
and said : 

I am constrained from a sense of public duty to 
call your attention to the abuse of power intrusted 
to you as president of the taxing district of Shelby 
county. It would perhaps be more consonant with 
the duty of my office to arrest youon a warrant 
sworn to and send the matter for investigation to 
the grand jury, but for the present I prefer the 
milder course of remonstrance. If a public officer 
intrusted with definite powers to be exercised for 
the benefit of the community wickedly abuses or 
fraudulently exceeds them, he is punishable by 
indictment, though no injurious effects result to 
any individual from his misconduct. The crime 
consists in the public example in perverting those 
powers to the purposes of fraud and wrong which 
were committed to him as instruments of benefit to 
citizens and of safety to public rights, 


He then went on to charge President 
Hadden with exceeding his jurisdiction in 
fining persons arrested for felony, and with 
virtually licensing gamblers and prostitutes 
by assuring such persons of the protection of 
the police if they would pay specified fines, 
In conclusion the judge said: 

I trust you will remember what I have said and 


conduct yourself accordingly in future. You may 
retire when it suits your pleasure, 


When the president of the taxing district 
had recovered from his amazement he left 
the place. In an interview with a reporter 
he stated that he thought the judge intended 
to personally humiliate him, and had in- 
vited him to the courtroom for that purpose. 
He sail that as president of the taxing dis- 
trict he -was given the right under the 
— to regulate the gambling houses and 

ouses of ill fame, and he proposed to - 
late them. ‘ iad 

Some of the leading lawyers of the city 
express the opinion that President Hadden 
has not overstepped his line of duty, and 
they condemn Judge DuBose’s summary 
action in strong terms. The Rppeal reviews 
the affair from an impartial standpoint, and

whose position is in no degree less than his own. 
In doing this he put an insult upon the whole body 
of the people whom that official represents. Mr. 
Hadden has shortcomings to answer for—who has 
not? He is not always to our liking, and doubtless 
walks upon the toes of self-important persons every 
day, but that does not justify a scene that makes 
the chief magistrate of Memphis the central figure 
in the felon’s place in the criminal court of the 
county during an hour of hectoring and lecturing; 
in the presence too of many of the very class that 
stands in dread of his strict enforcement of the 
ordinances of the taxing district. The wholeaffair 
is to be deplored and regretted. If Mr. Hadden 
exceeds his authority or fails in his duty, there is 4 
way to reach him by legal process, 

It is undoubtedly the most peculiar con- 
flict of authority on record. The judge of a 
county criminal court may be a little tin 
god on wheels, but ‘he has no right to treat 
the mayor of his city like a common felon 


without due warrant and process ot law. 


The New South—The New North. 

The telegraphic report in yesterday’s CoNn- 
STITUTION shows that the first annual meet- 
ing of the Southern society in New York, 
by virtue of the prominence of the men who 
compose the organization and by virtue of 
the sentiments expressed at the banquet, de- 
veloped into an occasion that will become 
memorable. 

At this gathering, Cornelius N. Bliss re- 
sponded tothe toast to New England, and on 
bebalf of New England, gave the answer of 
that section to Mr. Grady’s speech. It was 
an eloquent and patriotic response. 

Indeed, every sentiment uttered by the 
speakers was in the nature of a warm and 
hearty recognition of the new impulse that 
has been given to the national life—in the 
nature of a pledge of perpetual union.

The girl’s friends thereupon 
throw earth at the b ilegroom when he hurries 
forward and carries her over the threshold of his 
house.

Under these and other alarming conditions we 
appeal to the people of the whole country to come 
out of old party organizations whose indifference

2. Transportation—Means of communication and 
transportation should be owned or controlled by 
the people as isthe United States postal system, 
and equitable rates everywhere established. 

3. Money—We favor the establishment of a na- 
tiona) monetary system inthe interest of producers 
instead of the speculator and usurer, by which a 
circulating medium in necessary quantities and 
full legal tender shall be isgued directly 
to the people “without the ittervention of 
banks, or loaned to citizeus upon 
ample security at a low rate ofinterest to relieve 
them from the extortions of usury, and enable 
them to control the money supply. Postal savings 
banks should be established, while we have a free 
coinage of silver. We demand the prompt pay- 
ment of the national debt and condemn the further 
issue of interest-bearing bonds, either by the 
national government or by states, territories, 
counties or'municipalities. 

4. Labor arbitration should take the place of 
strikes and injurious methods

The foundation of the republic is the intelligence 
of its citizens and children who are 
driven into work shops, mines, and _ factories, 
are deprived of education which should be secured 
to all by proper legislation. We desire to see labor 
organizations extend throughout the civilized 
countries until it shall be impossible for despots to 
array the workingmen in one country in war 
against their brothers of another country. 

5. Soldiers and sailors—In appreciation of the 
services of the United States soldiers and sailors we 
demand for them justice before charity. The pur- 
posely depreciated money paid them during the war 
should be made equalin value to the gold paid 
the bondholder. The soldier was promised coin or 
its equivalent and ee in depreciated paper. The 
bendholder loaned the government depreciated 
pepe sae contracted to take it back, but was paid 
n gold. 

6. Income tax—A graduated income tax is the 
most equitable system of taxation, placing the bur- 
den of government on those who can best afford to 
pay instead of Javing iton the farmers and pro- 
ducers and exempting millionaire bondholders and 
corporations. 

7. The£United States senate.—The capture of the 
Ugjted States senate by millionaires and tools of 
cosporations, who have no sympathy with free in- 
stitutions threatens the very existence of the 
republic. We demand a constitutional amen4- 
ment, making United States’ senators by the di- 
rect vote of the people.

TO UTILIZE THE RIVER. 


Augusta Determines to Run a Line of 


Steanttrs. 

AvuGcustTa, Ga, February 23.—[Special.]— 
Quite an enthusiastic meeting of citizens was held 
in the cotton exchange this afternoon for the pur- 
pose of forming a company to construct steamboats 
to navigate the Savannah river between Augusta 
and Savannah. Speeches were made by a number 
of Augusta’s most prominent merchants, all of 
whom favored the formation of such a company. 
It was shown that by having a line of steamers on 
the river freight ratestoand from Augusta could 
be considerably reduced, and furthermore our 
cotton receipts would be from thirty to forty thous- 
and bales more than heretofore. Cheap rates to 
the coast would raise the price of cotton fully one- 
eighth cent. It was also shown that a line of 
steamers would be of vast benefit, not only to Au- 
gusta’s commercial interests, but to her manu- 
factories. Afler speeches the company was 
formed under the name of the Augusta steamboat 
company, to have a capital stock of forty thousand 
doliars. Eight thousand five hundred dollars of 
this amount was raised by subscription from those 

resentat the meeting, and numbers of others 

ste } romised to subscribe, but have not as yet de 
cided upon the amount. It will be specified in the 
charter that no holder of stock can sell to outside 
yarties without first offering his stock at par to the 
Original company, thus preventing any railroad 
company from gaining control and fixing freight 
rates. There is no doubt of the money being raised 
in avery few days, when three light draft boats, 
capable of carrying about one thousand bales of 
cotton, will be constructed and run on the river. 
The boats will only draw from two to three feet of 
water, and will thus be capable of plying between 
Savannah and Augusta at all seasons. This is con- 
sidered the most enterprising move Augusta mer- 
chants have made in years, and will undoubtedly 
be of vast benefit to the city.

BIRMINGHAM TO TALLABASSEE. 


Another New Railroad to Be Run Through 
Georgia. 

CUTHBERT, Ga., February 23.—[Special.]— 
The Birmingham, Georgia and Florida railroad 
company, through their chosen representative, 
haye secretly purchased of the Tailahassee, Bain- 
bridge and Western company, the-old road bed 
known as the Bainbridge, Cuthbert and Columbus 
road, and propose building a through line to be 
completed this year, from Birmingham Ala., to 
Tallahassee, Fla., via Opelika, Florence, Cuthbert 
and Bainbridge. The conditions prescribed are 
donations of tthe stipulated sums from the coun- 
iries through which it will run from this place to 
Bainbridge. The money is to be given to the 
company in consideration of the enhanced value 
which will accrue from the building of said line 
to the real estate of the parties donating, and noth- 
ing else is asked in return. These sums will aggre- 
gate one hundred thousand dollars along the old 
road bed alone, and have already been obligated 
in notes, to be void if not built by the first 
of 1888. The road is to be built and operated as a 
connecting line for the Kansas City road, now 
nearing completion to Birmingham, and will rive 
a through line to the Atlantic and gulf ports Par- 
ties who have just left Cuthbert for the lower 
counties are arranging the preliminaries, which 
have been conducted in the quietest manner, and 
the hands will be put to work as soon as these are 
completed, These gentlemen give every assurance 
of the ability of the corporation in whose intesest 
they are at work, to build the line, and have al- 
ready paid a large cash sum for the oll road bed. 


GEORGIA’SNEW ROADS. & 


The Pregress of the Work on the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern. 

ATHENS, Ga., February 23.—([Special.J]—In 
an interview with a gentleman interested in the 
Georgia, Ceorlina and Northern railroad, and asso- 
ciated with its construction, was gained the fol- 
lowing informahon: The engineering corps work- 
ing toward Atlanta has surveyed thirty-six miles, 
found a most excellent route.

In fact, itis designed to start grading 
from every point where shipments of snpplies can 
be made. so as to push the work forward as rapidly 
as possible. The designs for the bridges and 
trestles are now being drawn.’’

one hundred and fifty American vessels had 
been searched or warned off, and the honor of 
the government was involved. He contended 
that a remedy was better provided 
in the substitute than in the senate 
bill, and he criticised the latter measure for 
claiming only the same rights for our fishermen 
that were accorded to subjects of most 
favored nations. The substitute was etter 
framed in this respect. Another difference be- 
tween the two measures was that the house bill 
authorized the president to stop the coming of 
locomotives cars into the United States. 
Gentlemen from the north and west should not 
‘complain of this provision. This was not a lo- 
cal question. It was not a New England ques- 
tion. He hoped that the president would not 
be required to exercise any part of the power 
confered upon him; but when it was proposed 
to deal with the question on a basis of non-in- 
tercourse, the govermment ought not to stop 
with the mere prohibition of the incoming of 
Canadian fish. 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, said that the treat- 
ment of American fishermen by the authorities 
of the provincial government had been such 
as to demand the attention of congress. Every 
man, however hard and callous, who read 
descriptions of that treatment, would be satis- 
fied that the time had come when the subject 
should have serious consideration. He had 
heard none of that gasconade about war which 
the gentleman from Massachusetts (Rice) re- 
ferred to. He hoped that there might be no 
war; but he believed that the way to prevent 
war was for every government whose dignity 
Was insulted or whose rights were infringed to 
meet the question on the _ threshold 
with coming dignity and =e with 
gravity, which would project it 
before the eyes of all nations. He argued that 
this was better accomplished by the substitute, 
and criticised the ‘‘ favored nation” clause of 
the senate bill as shifting the matter of contro- 
versy, and going out of the way to throwa 
cloud upon the government’s proceeding. He 
strongly supported the railway clause of the 
substitute as rendering more effective the policy 
of non-intercourse. 

At the conclusion of the debate, the house 
passed, with but one dissenting vote, the fishe- 
ries regaliation bill, amended by the adoption 
of the substitute reported from the house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. ‘ 

The vote substituting the house bill for the 
senate bill was 138 to 123, and the vote passing 
the bill as thus amended was 252 yeas, 1 nay, 
(Dougherty of Florida). 

The conference report on the bill making a 
close season for mackerel was agreed to. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on senate amendments to the postoffice 
appropriation bill. Debate was upon the sen- 
ate ha'f million dollar foreign mail subsidy 
arendment. 

Mr. Martin, of Alabama, favored the amend- 
ment as giving an impetus to the American 
trade and incidentally declared his belief that 
oe ships should be built upon American 
soil. 

Mr. Tillman of South Carolina—Would vote 
for the amendment notwithstanding that it 
was denounced as a subsidy. He proceeded to 
point out the necessity of commercial relations 
with South and Central America. 

Mr. Gates, of Alabama, arose to ask a ques- 
tion, but Mr. Tillman refused to yiell, remind- 
ing the gentleman, however, that there was 
iron in his state which would one day want a 
market. The west wanted a great market. 
The Central and South American states were 
that great market, They were 
our India. They were countries that were to 
make America wealthy, rich, prosperous and 
flourishing, if the United States would only do 
something to utilize and grasp them. If the 
pending proposition was a subsidy, then every 
star route in the gentleman’s state was subsi- 
dized, for none of them were self-sustaining. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, and Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, denounced the amendment as a subsidy 
and ridiculed the idea that it would be a prac- 
tical benefit in the building up of trade with 
South America. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, closed the debate 
and turned his attention to those democrats 
who had announced their intention of voting 
for the amendment, exhorting them to fall into 
line with the living democracy of the present, 
which was unalterably opposed to subsidies. It 
was absurd, besides, to talk about restoring 
American shipping by granting subsidies to 
steamship lines. 

The committee then rose and reported the 
bill back to the house with the recommenda- 
tion that the amendment be non-concurred in. 
The vote was postponed until tomorrow at 12 
o'clock. |

Grain and Produce, 

Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, February 23—Speculation in wheat was 
active today, the aggregate business being unusual- 
ly large. A sharp advance in foreign securities, 
attributed to the outcome of the German elections, 
made a very weak feeling on the curb before the 
opening on ‘change, and the first sales were made 
at an even cent lower thanthe closing figures of 
Monday. The starting price for May delivery was 
Tike, with some sales at 77%4c, which are the low- 
est prices yet reached on the present crop for that 
option. Unusually large quantities were thrown 

on the market at the decline, but buying was also 
poten some large lines of thort being purchased. 
The amount of wheat on oc@an passage showed a 
decrease of 5€0,000 bushels, while export clearings 
from three ports aggregated 321,€00 bushels. Re- 
ceipts at eleven points for two days aggregated 
489,000 bushels. After the first hour of trading good 
speculative buying was reported at the seaboard, 
and there was also a good demand for cash wheat 
for export reported at all the principal markets. 
This, together with free buying by sborts caused an 
advance to 89%c for May. The market finally 
closed at 79. 

The market opened very weak forcorn. May 
delivery touched 36}c in early trading, or ‘4c un- 
der Monday’s latest figures. Shorts bought freely 
at the decline, causing an advance to 39%¢c, but fell 
back add closed the same ds on Monday.

HUNTER HAS A FIGHT. 


MR.H.C. COOK, A SON OF MAJOR 
COOK, CALLS HIM TO ACCOUNT. 


Tre Junior Cook Comes In Contact h Jumbo on 
W hiteball Sreet and Calis Him * ecount for 
Airesting Hie Father -The Two Men Be- 

ecme Engsged in a Faght.~ 


Jumbo Hunter was severely handled yester- 
dey afternoon on Whitehall street, near Mc- 
Connell & James’s store, by Hamp Cook, a 
miner son of Major D. A. Covk, the tax receiver 
ard collector. 

The fight between the two was quite sen32- 
tional. 

About 2 o'cleck yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Cook left his home to see Captain W. H. 
Brotherton. He called at the captain's store, 
and after transacting his business started up 
Whitehall street, on his way to the city hall, 
to see his father. As he approached McConnell 
& James’s building he noticed Detective 
Reeves standin ing ie © the hallway near the main 
entrance §§ to store, talking to 
some one WwW = bask was towards 
Mr. Cook. Without thinking who 
The detective’s companion was Mr. Cook, ap- 
proached and extending his hand said: 

“Reeves, have you seen father lately?’’ 

As he spoke Mr. Cook glanced at the man 
standing beside the detective and iastantly 
recognized Hunter. Jumbo had also recog- 
nized Mr. Cook, and was in the 
act of turning his back when Mr. Cook caught 
his first glance. The sight of Jumbo brought 
to Mr. Cook’s mind the ease made against his 
father Tuesday, and with that he lost control 
of himself, and before Detective Reeves could 
answer the question which had been propound- 
ed, exclaimed: 

“Oh, d—n you; you needn’t try to hide your- 
self, I know you, Jambo Hunter, you dir-——” 

“That'll do, Mr. Cook.” said the detective, 
“don’t have any trouble here. I haven’t seen 
your father today.” 

Mr. Cook, however, was not satisfied and be- 
gan abusing Hunter. He sbook his fist under 
Jumbo’s nose and patted him on the cheeks 
gently, all the time abusing him. He spoke in 
a low tone and but for his gestures would have 
attracted no attention. Detective Reeves tried 
to stop Mr. Cook and had abont half way suc- 
ceeded when Jumbo turned to the detective, 
saving: 

I] guess we will have to take him down.” 

Mr. Cook had an umbrella in his right 
hand, and the instant Hunter 
suggested his arrest he passed the umbrella 
into his left hand and with his right fist gave 
Jumbo a territic blow on the forehead. Hun- 
ter was not able to stand the lick and reeled 
back against the wall, but quiekly recovered. 
As Hunter was reeling back Detective 
Reeves grabbed Mr. Cook and -stopped 
him in his assault Hunter 
observed that Mr. Cook was being held by the 
officer, and notwithstanding that he knew the 
gentleman was under airest. made a dash at 
him and struck him two or three times over 
the head with his umbrella. The instant 
Jumbo made the assanit, Mr. Cook began 
trying to throw off the detective, but 
conld not do it. Seeing that he 
could not fire himself, he threw his umbrella 
away and with his left hand struck Hunter in 
the face. Several gentlemen who had been at- 
tracted by the fightcameto Detective Reeves's 
aid, and while one helped him to hold Mr. 
Cook, it took three or four to pull Jumbo and 
bis umbrella away. 

After the men had been separated, Detective 
Reeves asked Mr. Cook to accompany him to the 
city prison. Mr. Cook did so, quietly, and at the 
prison was booked for disorderly conduct and 
quarreling. After Mr. Cook left the city prison 
upon his promise to be present when the case 
is called, several persons predicted serious 
trouble before night. Mr. Cook’s friends 
started out to hunt him up in order to prevent 
trouble and finally feund him. He was at his 
home waiting thetimetoappearin court. Hun- 
ter used his umbrella viciously in the fight, but 
did not mark his antagonist. Mr. Cook only 
got in one good lick. That was the first one. 
It was square upon the top of 
Jnmbo’s head, and if it raised a knot his hat 
will hide it. The lick was enough to dazs the 
detective for a second. 

The case will be called in police court this 
morning, and a long list of witnesses will be up. 

While upon the Hunter matter the following 
card from Major Cook is presented: 

ATLANTA, Ga., February 23, °87.--Editors Con- 
stitutiop: There havi ing appeared in your paper 
this morning a report in reference to myself as to 
carrying concealed weapons, l ask a small spage in 
explanation. 

he pistol had been left in my keeping by a Co- 
weta man, well known here, several months ago, 
and it was in the act of trausferring said weapon 
to one in Marshal Loyd’s office that the detective, 
Jumbo (the word is suggestive of Barnum), saw the 
offense committed against the laws of the state. 

Ihave lived in this community, I hope, long 
euough to convince everybody that I am not a 
man of blood, and that! love all my fellow-citi- 
zens without fear or favor. The fact is, they are 
nearly all of them kin to me in some way or anoth- 
er. When the facts are brought out I am not afraid 
of the result. In truth, it is a verysmall affair, and
